brought up in refinement, she seemed 
never go happy as when sho was clad 
In rough overalls and heavy shoes, 
doing tho most laborious work.

Mr. Falker was taken before United 
States Commissioner Logan on a war- 
rant issued upon the affidavit of Har- 
ry T. Donaghy, a secret service oper- 
ative from Washington, who has been 
after the Guaranty Loan and Trust 
company £or some time. 
Mr. Falker 


waived hearing and 
promptly gave 


tho $500 bond required -for bis ap- 
pearance at Chicago whenever he is 
needed. He is charged merely with 
having 
entered 
Into 
negotiations 


with others for the transportation ot 
lottery tickets from state to state. 
The moment the hearing was waived 
Secret Service Agent Donaghy wired 
instructions for the arrest of a dozen 
or more persons in Chicago suspected 
of being connected with the Guaranty 
enterprise, and ho stated this after- 
noon that there would be several hun- 
dred arrests in various parts of tho 
country before the 
case 
was com- 


plete. 


Long Under Investigation. 


Mr. Donaghy is the secret sen-ice 


agent who put the Honduras lottery 
out n* business, and he liae been at 
work upon the investigation of the 
n-icn-o concern for several months. 
""V Guaranty Loan and Trust com- 
;-i;iy has maintained from the first 
that it is not a lottery, but a legiti- 
mate business enterprise and wholly 
within tho provisions of the law. Two 
months 
ago 
In Indianapolis 
Mr. 


Donaghy purchased one of the "appli- 
cations" of the company and forward- 
ed It to tho secret service department 
at Washington for a ruling. The an- 
swer was In the form of Information 
to proceed against the operators of 
the concern on a charge of conducting 
a lottery and tho present action Is the 
result. 


The affidavit filed against Mr. Falk- 


er charges that on Juno 5, 1907. at 
Chicago, he "unlawfully did consplro 
with other persons to cause lottery 
tickets to bo carried from the state 
ot IlllnolB to the state of Indiana, In 
violation of 
tin act of congress up- 


proved March Z, 1895, entitled '.in act 
for the suppression of lottery traffic 
through national and Interstate com- 
merce and postal service, subject to 
tho Jurisdiction and laws ot tho Unit- 
ed States." 


Mr. Falker declared that tho ac- 


tion was a complete surprise; that 
he was unable to explain It for it 
was entirely now to him. 
Ho says 


he abandoned the salo of lottery 
tickets long ago, and that tho busi- 
ness of -t,ho lonn and trust company 
was presumed to bo purely legiti- 
mate. Ho voluntarily turned over to 
Mr. Donnghy all tho applications of 
tho company In his possession.

Charge of Murdering Her 


Husband is Dismissed 


in Cleveland. 


Cleveland, 
Ohio, - Nov. 
12.—Mrs. 


John J. Phillips, wife of' the wealthy 
coal dealer who met a mysterious 
death at his home several months 
ago. was discharged 
today after a 


hearing in which it was alleged she 
had killed him. 


That Phillips lived in constant fear 


that his wife would kill him was told 
yesterday In Justice Brown's 
court, 


where Mrs. Phillips had a preliminary 
hearing on a charge of killing her 
husband. This evidence came at the 
close of the hearing and was most un- 
expected. 


Clyde Phillips, who made the state- 


ment, is a brother of the dead man- 
He said about a month before 
the 


death of Phillips, he (Clyde) and his 
wife called at the Phillips home In 
East Cleveland. 
While 
there 
Mr. 


Phillips came home In his auto and 
went directly to the stable. Some time 
afterwards Clyde says he went to the 
barn and found the doors'all locked. 
Breaking in through a window, 
he 


found bis brother John sleeping In the 
auto. He awoke him and asked him 
why he didn't go to the house. Ac- 
cording to Clyde's testimony, Phillips 
replied: 


•I am afraid of my wife. She has 


threatened to kill me." 


Clyde Phillips also told of conversa- 


tions with bis brother in which John 
told oi Bjs wifo having made attacks 
on him. 


Despite the 
cross-examination by 


the attorney for Mrs. Philips the tes- 
timony of Clyde was not shaken. Mrs. 
Phillips did not raise her veil during 
the testimony. 


When Phillips was slain the first 


report said burglars killed him. Then 
It was given out that he had killed 
himself. Then rumors 
gained 
cur- 


rency which threw suspicion on Mrs. 
Phillips. When the woman refused to 
tell what occurred from the time Phil- 
lips was shot until the fact was re- 
ported to the police, the- officers issued 
a warrant for the wife.

Is entitled to be so labelled between

of his assistants stepped into the ring.

chiyama explained they wero to have 
five bouts. 
Under the rules of the 


sport, which is called "Sumo," it Is 
necessary for one contestant to put 
the other down on the mat inside the 
14-foot circle. If one contestant was 
thrown outside the circle or it both 
contestants fell together tho bout was 
a draw.
